Gude, the agent, said 
the Ohio-born author of "My Life 
and Hard Times” and "the Secret 
Life of Walter Mitty” is much im­ 
proved. has a steady pulse and a 
normal blood pressure. 
Thurber is resting comfortably 
after the removal of a blood clot 
on his brain, Gude added. 
Thurber, 66, collapsed and fell 
in his hotel room Wenesday. He 
had attended the opening of Noel 
Coward's musical, "Sail Away,” 
Tuesday night and had addressed 
the cast at a party afterward. 
The author first gained fame 
through a 
series of stories he 
wrote for the New Yorker M aga­ 
zine, which included such classics

1. True. Goiter refers to any en­ 
larged thyroid gland — u s u a l l y 
just below the Adam’s apple. 
2. False. Goiters may be inflam­ 
ed, overactive or exhausted thy­ 
roid glands. 
The pituitary gland benearth the 
brain can whip up thyroid activity. 
As extra thyroid hormone floods 
your system, your body shifts into 
high 
gear. 
Food 
burns 
faster; 
sweat pours out, the heart pounds 
and you q u i v e r and shake ner­ 
vously. 
The extra hormone works like a 
poison or toxin and so the swollen 
thyroid is called a “ toxic goiter.” 
Without iodine — its most es­ 
sential 
raw- 
material — thyroid 
glands can’t manufacture a nor­ 
mal hormone. Instead, they turn 
out a sticky substance called “ coll­ 
oid” , 
Colloid 
never 
leaves t h e 
gland. 
Sensing a thyroid hormone short­ 
age, the pituitary whips up the 
thyroid unmercifully. The thyroid 
gland strains, swells and finally 
exhausts 
i t s e l f 
manufacturing 
globs of extra coloid. 
Colloid g o i t e r s — exhausted, 
swollen thyroid glands — some­ 
times grow as large as small wat­ 
ermelons. 
3. True. Strawberries, peanuts, 
and cabbage sometimes keep nor­

glands

available i o d i n e . The i o d i n e 
might just as well be lacking. The 
same chain of events brings on a 
colloid goiter

tions have been tapping the in­ 
vestment fund market at a fast 
pace 
this 
year. 
Bank 
loans 
haven’t picked up, but the new 
security market has been busy. 
Governments 
have 
been 
bor­ 
rowing heavily, too. The federal 
government has needed new’ cash 
fo meet growing bills. State and 
local governments have been is­ 
suing tax exempt securities at a 
great rate. 
Only 
consumer 
borrowing 
for 
lug ticket items or for housing 
has been trudging along far more 
sedately than the business recov­ 
ery might suggest. 
P art of the rush of corporations 
and government agencies to float 
new issues of bonds and stocks 
has been 
due to the 
relatively 
low level of interest rates. 


This has been an administra­ 
tion 
objective. 
But 
it 
also 
has 
been due to a fairly flush supply 
of investment funds, thanks to in­ 
creased 
savings 
plus the 
slack 
demand 
from 
consumers 
and 
from business for bank loans. 
And part of the rush to float 
securities since March, when toe

PEOPLE like to plant colchiums 
in the law*n or with a ground cover 
so that when a rain comes the dirt 
will not splash onto the beautiful 
lavender blooms. 
Colobium is actualy a m ember 
of the lily family. Their roots are 
elongated 
c o r m s . 
The 
corms 
should be planted rn July or Aug­ 
ust. It is well not to disturb a 
colony of these lovely flowers. 
But if the gardener w'ants to di­ 
vide the corms he should do it 
right after the foliage has died 
dowm. Corms should be immediate­ 
ly replanted. 
The Autumn crocus Is suitable 
for the rock garden. It does well, 
too, in partial shade under leaf 
losing trees. In Circleville col­ 
chiums are often planted in the 
lawns. But care should be taken 
not to cut off the foliage until it 
has died down. 
In recent years D u t c h bulb 
growers have developed some fine 
hybrids 
by 
crossing 
varieties. 
Most of them are m a u v e with 
wrhite base. 
These are one hybrid known as 
W aterily which has a fully double 
lilac. 
These rare flowers deserve to be 
more widely used. They are a good 
investment both beauty - wise and 
dollar wise. If reasonable care is 
taken a c o I o n y will increase and 
last for many years.

Quinces are self - fertile so pro­ 
vision for cross pollenization is no 
necessary.

Quince jelly is a rare delicacy 
Here is a recipe: 
Cut the quinces into small pie­ 
ces, add sufficient water to float 
and cook until they are tender. 
This will require a long time. 
Tile quinces shoud have acquired 
a rich dark red color. If possible 
it is well to cook quinces under 
pressure. 
Drain off juice. Use two thirds 
as much sugar as fruit juice.
